It la true that In the leglilaturea of the southwestern states during the 
paat winter tiMra wan fewer unrneonaMa and unroaaoalns towi paaaad 
than nanal. but a eoarideratlon of the hoitlle Mlla Introduced ahowa that 
thprp Is still reason for mueh disquiet even thouRh they were defeated by 
more or less of a mnjority 

Moreover the idea that the railroads have hpen harshly trpatprt does 
not .seem to prevail In the ofJlces of tlii' State Railroad CoiiimlsHliins which 
seem to cherish a notion that th^lr business is not to act as an arbitrator 
between tka raihMda and tka p eapta. bat wkiek ptaa n d aa tka theory that 
the rallroada are aMe to take can of themMlrea aad flMt their duty la to 
art as attorney for tho ppoplo even though In so doing they deny Justirp 
to the railroads It miuires no argument to demonstrate that the railroads 
are entitled to justice equally with other citizens and taxpayers. That they 
have not received It and are not receiving It Is perfectly susceptible of 
proof. That thpy have practically no recourse In the courts haa alao been 
determined. 

The altiiRtlon therefore Is that the people, through their repreaentatlvea. 
must p|prt whether the sprviros of the railroads shall bp adenuately compen- 
sated or not; and it requires tio fortune teller or soothsayer to predict that 
In the long run the service will take the class that Is paid for and no better.

INDIAN SUMMER. 

Tha Term May Hava Had Its Origin In 
tha Far East.
